Some of the most spectacular 
bidding in the annals of American 
philately took place at the Collec- 
tors Club last week when the 
United States collection of Wil- 
liam West, Philadelphia invest- 
ment broker, who died in 1942, 
was sold by Philip H. Ward Jr., 
of Philadelphia for the estate. Mr. 
West started acquiring stamps in 
1886 and rejected all but the fin- 
est pieces. He was a student of 
rican history.and sought cov- 
s well as singles and blocks. 
Yornied one of the choicest U. 
Feoliettions that has ever come 
oh the market. 

The sale attracted nationwide 
| interest among philatelists. Lead- 
ing private collectors came here 
from all over the country to bid 
in competition with dealers rep- 
resenting clients unable to attend. 

The West holdings had been ap- 
praised at $45,000. At the first 
three sessions alone nearly $72,- 
000 was realized. 

As Walter S. Scott, the auct- 
ioneer, placed classic after classic 
under the hammer, even veteran 
observers in the room shook their 
heads in amazement at some of 
the prices paid. Such a relatively 
common stamp as the 1869 10- 
cent yellow brought $80, or six- 
teen times catalogue value, be- 
eausé- of its superb condition and 
its striking “Jacksonville, Ill’ 
postmark. Hundreds of items in 
the 2,466 lots went for from two 
to five times catalogue, and on 
some pieces all-time record prices 
were established. 

Covers and Strips 

One of the finest known 1857 
covers with the 1c blue perforated 
sold for $1,050—nearly four times 
what Mr. West had paid for it. A. 
horizontal used strip of four of the 
1865 5c red-brown brought $1,025. 
An 1861 St. Joseph-to-Sacramento 
Wells Wargo & Co. cover fetched 
$825, whereas Mr, West had paid 
only $75 for it in 1934. One col- 
“ector paid $750 for a cover ad- 
sdressed to S. D. Ingham, Secretary 
of the Treasury in President Jack- 
Son's Cabinet, and franked with 
Vertical half of the 1847 10c black. 
A horizontal strip of four of the 
1847 10¢ with red grid canceling 
brought $825. Three Pony Express 
Severs, for which Mr. West had 
Paid from $30 to $50 each, sold for 
$125, $95 and $115. A used block

To make your pur- 
chase you need only contact any 
air travel ticket office in the 
country. Bonds may be purchased 
at such offices and will be air- 
mailed from Washington in these 
special covers. Here is an op- 
portunity for stamp collectors to 
do their bit for who, other than 
stamp collectors wil] go for such 
a stunt. This announcement was 
carried in many newspapers but 
comes too late to get proper an- 
nouncement through the Philatelic 
Press, from which source. the big- 
gest response would have come. 





Stamp Papers To Be 
Rationed In Britain 


The March 26 issue of the Phil- 
atelic Magazine of London car- 
ries the announcement that the 
publishers can no longer accept 
subscriptions. Paper shortage has 
limited their edition to its present 
circle of subscribers and any new 
subscriptions received are placed 
on file and can be entered only 
after expiration of any subscript- 
ion already on the list. As a re- 
sult of this the publishers ask 
their readers to pass along their 


weekly copy of the paper to 
some collector who is unable to 
obtain it. 


Such a situation might come to 
America. Collectors over here can 
best protect their own interest by 
placing subscriptions in advance. 
The four years for $1.00 rate for 
Linn’s Weekly offers the surest 
and cheapest way for any collec- 
tor to keep a stamp paper coming 
to his home regularly.

Postal Stationery, 
New Envelopes And 
Cards To Watch For 


Our thanks are due John Stan- 
ard of Dayton, Ohio for specimen 
copies of a new type of Air Mail 
Envelope as well as a new Air 
Mail Post Card and a Special De- 
livery Post Card. 

Collectors of Postal Stationery 
will want these in their collect- 
ions and doubtless other publish- 
ers will produce similar cards and 
envelopes in the future. 

The envelope, a number 10 size, 
has the usual Barber Pole stripped 
border, same as on Government 
envelopes. Immediately inside this 
border is a heavy solid yellow 
stripe around the entire envelope. 
Immediately below where 
stamps are to be placed instead of 
the usual “VIA AIR MAIL” word- 
ing, we find the words U. S. 
MAIL in large capital letters in 
blue, with red stripe above and 
a blue stripe below. At the right 
of this wording, in three lines we 
note “FASTEST DISPATCH” in 
a line of blue capital letters with 
a red dash at the right end. Be- 
low this line, “Via Air Mail or 
Train’ in red letters, caps and 
lower case and below that “‘which- 
ever is quickest” in blue lower 
case letters, with a blue dash at 
the right end of this line. In the 
lower left corner of the envelope 
is a yellow oblong spot with a 
blue line around it and overprint- 
ed in blue lettering, “NOTICE,” 
after which “With postage paid 
at rate of 6 cents per ounce, this 
letter is entitled to Dispatch via 
Air Mail or Train whichever pro- 
vides quickest service.” 

The back of the envelope also 
has a yellow triangular spot at 
each side with a wing on a blue 
lined box surrounding the yellow 
triangle and with wording in the 
triangles. The envelope is a new 
design and copyrighted by Con- 
solidated Publishers Co., Buffalo. 

Along with the envelope comes 
an Air Mail Post Card. This card 
of standard Postal Card size bears 
the identical wording as found on 


the envelope and is exactly like | 


the envelope except that the yel- 
low stripe inside the Air Mail 
border around the edge, is missing. 
A special card for “SPECIAL 
DELIVERY” is also offered. This 
card has the words “SPECIAL 
DELIVERY” in large capital let- 
ters immediately below -where the 
stamp is to be placed and the 
card 
green and yellow’ halves 
spheres, on both sides of the card.

Up to a recent date, it has been 
generally acknowledged that the 
first large line of Patriotic Ene«

by Linprint Inc., of Columbus, O., 
and by Gimbel’s of New York 
City, both of which appeared at 
about the same time, in the fall 
of 1940. It is quite unlikely ‘that 
either of these publishers had any 
|Other thought in mind than that 
the time was ripe, wherein pats 
riotic Americans might appreciate 
such envelopes, through the use 
of which they might express their 
patriotic sentiment. Yet, such cove 
'ers now turn out to be the fore= 
runner of the flood of Pictorial 
Patriotic Envelopes which collece 
tors are eagerly gathering. 

It has also been established that 
an engraved cover by H. Grims« 
land of Chicago was prepared for 
the Defense stamps and the word- 
ing and design are such that it is 
definitely a Patriotic envelope of 
this present period, The Washing- 
ton Stamp Exchange of Newark, 
N. J. also issued a cover around 
this period, exact date not known 
which pictured the statue of Lib- 
erty and with wording of a pa- 
triotic nature. This also is an en- 
graved cover and comes’ within 
the scope of current patriotics. 

That is as far as we have been 
able to trace back in the present 
line of what can be classed as 
Patriotic Covers of World War II. 

There has however appeared 
;some new finds in covers that 
lare of immense interest and that 
|must be collected as Covers of this 
|present war, yet I hesitate to call 
| them or to class them as Patriotie 
| covers, in fact I would consider it

Airlines Terminal Building 
Scene of Show, May 15-23 





The Silver Anniversary of the 
first regularly scheduled Air Mail 
Service in the United States will 
be commemorated throughout the 
nation on May 15th under a pro- 
gram sponsored by the Civil Aer- 
onautics Administration of the 
Department of Commerce. The 
first service occured twenty five 
years ago with the inauguration 
and New York with a stop at 
Philadelphia. 

At the Nation’s capital, the ob- 
servance will center at the Wash- 
ington National Airport and will 
be under the direction of John T. 
Groves, manager of the great Air- 
field. In order to attract the max- 
imum crowd, the celebration will 
take place on Sunday, May 16th 
instead of on. the 15th, the actual 
Anniversary date. This, by a pe- 
culiar co-incidence, is in no wise 
inappropriate as the first plane to 
leave Washington 25 years ago 
cracked up and the mail was not 
actually flown to destination until 
the following day, May 16.

After these new bureaus came out 
it was then that the experimental 
items were discovered and con- 
firmed. The First catalog I think 
was published in 1925 by none 
other than your genial editor and 
publisher Mr. Geo. Linn. Ever 
since the first edition there has 
been complaints about catalogue 
prices but just the same bureau 
print collecting is still growing 
and remains one of the most pro- 
gressive and fascinating of all the 
major divisions of stamp collect- 
ing. The Forum plans to issue a 
special June number on the high- 
lights of bureau prints and bureau 
print collecting during the past 
twenty years.

y-Mail Editions Of Newspapers 
Are Postal Pieces Of Collector 
Interest And Material Of Value 





By John D. Stanard 
When the Postoffice and War Departments announced early in 
April that ‘Newspaper publication of overseas V-mail editions may 
pecome so widespread that the practice would swamp the V-Mail 
service,” these departments of the government wrote “Finis” to what 
would have proved very valuable philatelic material to collectors of 
World War II postal paper. And “sudden death” to the medium of 


sending “news from home” 
the modern speed and compact 
form of a newspaper printed on 
a standard V-Mail form, gave to 
the very few issues that were re- 
Jeased an importance in the phil- 
atelic picture, as well as a gen- 
wine value as worthwhile phila- 
telic property, that gives every in- 
dication that the few copies that 
are available to collectors will be- 
come “Show pieces” in the col- 
Jections that possess them. 


These facts concerning the V- 
Mail editions of the Dayton Jour- 
nal-Herald (the paper no longer 
has copies available so don't 
waste time and postage writing 
them) should be recorded: 

There were four issues. No. 1 
was issued on March 11, 1943 and 
3,500 copies were printed and 
distributed. At least 90% of this 
edition was mailed “overseas.” 
No. 2, issued March 18, 1943 was 
for only 3,000 copies, and the 
same was true of No. 3, issued 
March 25, 1943 and of No. 4, is- 
sued April 1, 1943, which was “‘the 
final edition.”’ This gives a total 
of 12,500 copies printed of ALL 
editions, which when you consi- 
der at least 85% were mailed 
“overseas, leaves very few 
copies “available” for collectors. 

To the great credit of my friend, 
Jack Quinton, 734 North Broad- 
way, Dayton, Ohio, is the fact that, 
through his consideration of fel- 
low collectors, copies of some of 
the V-Mail editions of the Jour- 
nal-Herald were made available 


40 collectors at the modest price 













of one 10c War Stamp for three 
copies. It is my sincere opinion 
that had they cost five times the 
price asked they would still have 
been a bargain. No. 1. (March 11, 
1943 issue), due to the fact that 
almost the entire issue was sent 
overseas, is already muchly 
sought after, and, copies have 
changed hands at prices | that 
range from $1.00 to $2.50. I paid 
$1.00 for my own copy 
was asleep like the rest of local 
collectors when No. 1 appeared! 

Mr. Quinton still has copies of 
some editions available and will 
supply them to readers of Linn’s, 
as long as his limited supply lasts, 
for a stamped-addressed envelope 
and a 10¢c War Stamp for 3 copies. 
He cannot supply No. 1, or com- 
plete sets of No. 1, 2, 3 and 4,

The most common stamp of this 
issue was the 2c denomination. It 
is perfectly logical that freaks are 
more prevalent among series of 
stamps, and_ specifically single 
stamps which were printed in 
very large quantities. Thus, it is 
not strange that the 2c Columbian 
is to be found well represented in 
Freakdom. 

The classic oddity on this 
stamp is the variety imperforate 
horizontally. This type of error 
is also found on the 8c stamp of 
this issue. However, these rarities 
only make good reading as far as 
most of us are concerned. You 
would find it difficult to acquire 
either of these items from lunch 
allowances. Neither would the

We 
known of course that the Bureau 
rotary presses are Strictly one col- 
or presses and that two color 
stamps could not be printed on 
them, unless it might be possible 
to run the rolls of paper through 
in one color, rewind them as they 
come from the;press, then put the 


When printing is required in 
more than one color, there must be 
a close register of the colors to 
make a presentable looking job.

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PREFACE 
YOU MUST READ THIS TO UNDERSTAND THE 
CATALOG AND METHOD OF LISTING 





In compiling this catalog I can naturally list only those covers 
which I have in my collection or which I have seen prior to the date 
on which this list was closed for publication, which date is May 1, 
1943, 

Up to this date I have close to 1000 covers which will be included 
jn this list. The list will be completed according to my records, after 
which I will revise the list, add any new or unlisted covers and then 
prepare the copy for publication in boolaet form. 

After much study I have come to the conclusion that it is prac- 
tical to list these covers in an alphabetical form by considering only 
the wording on the cover without reference to the picture. In prepar- 
ing my copy I find that this method as I have planned it does work 
out satisfactorily and that fully 90% or more of the covers can be 
identified by this method alone. Where it is necessary I will add some 
description of the pictureso that similar covers, that is covers which 
bear identical wording in identical arrangement may be identified, 
one from the other. There are also some covers which bear no word- 
ing, only a picture and in these instances it is necessary to describe 
the pictures. For best results I have put all such covers in a group 
py themselves. 

There are other types of covers which are different from the 
standard size cover and each different type have been put into a 
group by themselves, so that the catalog as now planned shows sev- 
eral different groups of covers and thus it will make identification 
more simple. 

For listing purposes I have first taken the standard size envelope, 
known in the commercial trade as a 634 size envelope, This envelope 
measures 642 inches wide by 3% inches high and is the envelope used 
for most correspondence in this country. 

Thus this group includes any and all envelopes of this’ size which 
are produced by ordinary printing or lithographic methods. I have 
put both the ordinary printed as well as the llthogaphed covers to- 
gether in this single group because a great many collectors can not 
tell a printed cover from a lithographed cover. 

This group will be known as Standard Size covers. Other groups 
will contain covers other than these standard size printed or litho- 
graphed covers and I will now list the several different groups so 
that you can have these groups before you for study. 

STANDARD SIZE COVERS—AIl covers produced by printing or 
lithographing, which are of the standard 6%4 size, covers measure 
6% inch long by 35 inch high. May be printed in one or more 
colors, and may show wording only or both wording and picture. 
If they show picture only, they will be included in the Picture 
Cover Group. 

PICTURE COVER GROUP—This group includes all covers which are 
either printed or lithographed by usual methods, al] standard 634 
size envelopes, but without any wording, showing only a picture 


*“Sh-one or more colors. 


ODD SIZE COVERS—Under this group I will list all covers which 
are printed or lithographed, and which are of an odd size, that is 
any size other than those included in the Standard Size Covers. 

PRINTED ON BACK COVERS—Some few covers are found with the 
patriotic picture or wording or both, printed on the flap or back 
of the envelope. All such will be included under this group; with- 
out regard to size of the cover. 

ENGRAVED COVERS—Under this group will be all covers produced 
by the engraving process, regardless of size or other details. 

VIRKOTYPE COVERS—Under this group will be all covers, regard- 
less of size or other details that are produced by the VIRKOTYPE 
or similar hot oven process of producing raised letter printing. The 
words and pictures on this type of cover are-of glossy appearance 
and stand up frm’ the paper similar to engraving. 

GOVERNMENT ENVELOPES—Under this group will be listed only 
such designs as are known on Government stamped envelopes. 

CANADIAN COVERS—Under this group I will list all covers which 
I know to be of Canadian origin, altho some of these covers will 
be found used in this country. 


ALPHABETICAL LISTING 


In starting this listing, I am first going to run entirely through 
the list of Standard Size Covers, thus you will not have any occasion 
to refer to the other groups until this group has been listed, 

This method of listing is the age old alphabetical or A, B, C 
style. To identify a cover, first understand in which group it will be

APPEASEMENT PATRIOTIC 
COVERS ARE FOUND 


(Continued from Page 1) 





Covers solely because of the senti- 
ments they express and doubtless, 
during the period in which these 
covers were born, there must have 
been many others of a similar na- 
ture and since it is probable that 
the great majority of such covers 
will be covers which merely bear 
some printed words, it is prob- 
able that few may be found, yet 
all are worth hunting for and as 
the country came nearer and near- 
er to being involved in the war, 
these covers vegan to appear with 
patriotic pictures on them. 


Let us first consider the cover 
which is illustrated on the first 
page of this issue of the Weekly. 
This cover was found by Mr. 
Clarence Bell of Wellsville, Ohio. 
Its postmark is Ithaca, N. Y., 
and I regret I did not check the 
cancellation date when I had the 
cover here, I thought I should be 
able to read it from the printed 
picture, but the date is not clear 
and I believe it is of 1935. 


Certainly the folly of the senti- 
ment expressed on this cover is 
well known to anyone today and 
the person who would urge such 
a practice at the present time 
would probably be looked upon 
as a lunatic, for it has clearly 
been proven that such a practice as 
the cover suggests is one that no 
sane man could propose. 

This cover bears in iis lower left 
corner, in five lines of reading 
matter, the following: 


BUILD 
FRIENDSHIPS 
NOT WARSHIPS 
FOR NATIONAL 
DEFENSE 

Two other covers of the ap- 
peasement type have been sent 
to the publisher by Mr. E. E. 
Puls of Birmingham, Mich. Mr. 
Puls states that he has learned 
that approximately 100 of each of 
these covers were  overprinted 
with the appeasement slogan 
which they bear. 

These covers are both of the 
colored patriotic pictorial type, 
although one of them bears the 
wording “First Cover,” probably 
intended for use as a First Day 
Envelope. This cover has the two 
words mentioned above in small 
captial letters, in red in the upper 
left corner. At the right of these 
words in large capital letters we 
note “U-S-A”, The picture shows 
Uncle Sam putting a letter into a 
mail box which is on a post. The 
picture is in red and blue on a 
white envelope and immediately 
below the picture we note in 
small capital letters ““PAVOIS.”’ 

Immediately below the word 
quoted above was about a half 
inch of white space and in this 
white space within a plain frame 
line of black we find “Write your 
Congressman Today to keep the 
Neutrality Act Just as it Stands.” 

Also at the top above the let- 
ters “U. S. A.” in black capital 
letters is the word “KEEP” and 
below the “U S A” the words 
“OUT OF WAR” in black capi- 
tals, so that this corner’ reads,

The other cover has. a large 
square shield of red and white 
vertical lines topped with a blue 
ground with white stars and atop 
this is an Eagle with spread 
wings. At bottom and running up 
into the red and white stripes is 
the dome of the capitol building 
at Washington. 

Above the picture on this en- 
velope, which is in red and blue 
is a line in black capital letters 
which reads, “KEEP THE U. S. 
OUT WAR?” and at the bottom of 
the picture, the same wording as 
found on the other cover but with 
out the black frame line surround- 
ing it. 

The first cover described above 
is dated September 20, 1939 and 
canceled at Detroit. The latter 
cover is date October 19, 1939 and 
canceled at Chicago. 

All three of the covers which 
have been described are unusual 
covers, covers that show the trend 
of thought in the time they were 
issued, logicdl pre war covers 
when the country was divided in 
sentiment according to the 
throughts of the individual. As 
such they form a very interesting 
part of the history of this present 
war and the events that led up to 
it. Truly such covers are worth 
searching for and there should be 
finds of other appeasement and 
pre war covers that will make the 
finder happy.

on the wording where possible, as explained above. Each individual] 
line of wording will be printed in thelisting of the cover. The word- 
ing varies in arrangement and many covers with identical wording, 
have the wording arranged different from oneanother so that by the 
method I am using, a simple listing of the wording will identify one 
from another. The listing by wording will be done in the following 
manner and to best explain it, I wil] illustrate the method with an 
example, using a popular and well known phrase. 

First, all wording printed on a cover and included in my listing 
will be printed in this list in CAPITAL letters. In printers parlance, 
capital letters are referred to as “CAPS” and letters not capital let- 
ters are referred to as “lower case”. Thus we may speaks of “CAPS” or 
we may speak of a line in “lower case” or we may refer to a line 
that is printed in both “Caps and Lower Case.” The listing however 
in this catalog, that is the listng of the wording on the cover will all 
be in Caps. 

For an example let us take the words, “Remember Pearl Harbor” 
This may appear on a cover in four different ways and thus make 
each cover readily distinguished from the other. For example, if may 
read thus: 


REMEMBER PEARL HARBOR 


REMEMBER 
PEARL HARBOR 
REMEMBER PEARL 
HARBOR 


REMEMBER 
PEARL 
HARBOR

All in one line or as shown in the other three arrangements. 

Now in printing the list in the catalogue we simply use a star * 
to distinguish between the lines or to break up any group of wording 
into lines. We take the first example and list it thus: 

* REMEMBER PEARL HARBOR « 

We use a star at each end of the line to indicate that all wording 
between two stars is in a single line on the cover. For tne second 
group as above we list it thus: 

*- REMEMBER * PEARL HARBOR * 

Such listing indicates that the word “Remember” is in one line 
and “Pearl Harbor” is in the second line. , 

For example three we list: 

* REMEMBER PEARL * HARBOR * 

This shows that the words “Remember Pearl” are in the first 
line and the word “Harbor” is in the second line alone. 

For the fourth example, thus: 2 

* REMEMBER * PEARL * HARBOR * 

This indicates that each word is in a line by itself, thus making 
three lines of wording on the cover, 

This method is used for all listings and we stick as close as pos- 
sible to alphabetical form and sequence, The one thing that we have 
need to call atttention to is that the alphabetical classification is first 
worked out through the first line of print on the cover, then we go 
into the second line and work through on that basis and then on to 
the following lines if necessary. 

If you will study and understand this method and the explana- 
tion as given above you should be able to identify any cover you 
have which may be in this list. 

Some lines of wording on the covers are curved lines in circu- 
lar form around a‘circle. In all such cases we must start at the be- 
ginning of such lines and treat them as straight lines in listing. 


THE NUMBERING SYSTEM 


In any catalog it is necessary to have a numbering system for the 
purpose of brief identification. Only when the war is over and when 
if will be possible to put these numbers in any definite order can this 
numbering system be worked out so that it will be convenient. For 
the time being, it will have to be difficult to quickly identify any 
cover by number altho that can be done with diligent search. 

In preparing the numbering of these covers I have first con- 
sidered all those covers which I know to have been printed or pro- 
duced by some certain firm or individual. Let us take the first 
three names I have put on my list and use them as an example to 
show how this is done and then you can readily understand the re- 
mainder of the list, 

I have taken the LINPRINT, Gimbel and Poppenger covers as 
the first three groups. I number all LINPRINT covers with the num- 
ber “1” and then to identify each of the 18 different covers I use a 
hyphen with nuinbers from 1 to 18. Thus the numbers will read 1-1, 
1-2, 1-3, etc. For the Gimbel covers, their key number is “2.”. Thus 
the Gimbel covers will be number 2-1, 2-2, 2-3 etc. For the Pop- 
penger covers, 3-1, 3-2, 3-3, etc. 

A list of the publishers with their key numbers is given so that 
you can readily identify certain of the covers as being in this key 
number group. If the numbers are split with a hyphen, you know 
that the publishers name is listed and you can thus identify the pub- 
lisher, 

For all other numbers I have started with number 1001 and con- 
tinue on up, except that for covers known to have been published or 
produced in Canada I start with number 2001 and run up. 

Since the covers are listed by alphabetical arrangement, the 
numbers before each cover will not run in sequence. 

I have not arranged the numbers in sequence because if this were 
done to start with, any additions to the list would upset the system 
immediately, so that all we can do is to use this system of numbering 
to start with and when the issue ceases, we can get a new numbering 
system that wil] put them in proper sequence by numbers. It will 
not be a very difficult thing to identify covers by number if in list- 
ing numbers you will be sure in all events to list them thus: 7-3-B 
or 9-2-H. The letters behind the numbers to indicate that the wording 
en the cover begins with the letter B or H as the case may be. This 
will break down the list and make it simple to quickly locate any 
number and make trading and exchange, based on the numbers only, 
rather simple. 

When there are two or more covers that are identical, in word- 
ing and picture, including arrangement of wording in lines, the dif- 
ference being color of ink or color of paper, the second cover in 
this group will be numbered with a letter following the number, 
thus 7-3A or 11-14A. Note that the letter is up against the wording, 
so that if you want to list one of these numbers as being in any let- 
ter group you will list it by putting the letter, indicating the letter 
group,away from the final letter of the number by a—between the 
two letters, thus: 7-4A—H.

This now gives us a record from which we can make a start and 
I expect that some things will show up that could have been worked 
out to better advantage, that we wil] learn quickly of the names of 
publishers which I do not list, for I have been unable with the time 
at my command to dig out all of them and since many who are not 
listed made no effort to cooperate in getting this listing started 
right I can only offer this list as it is and assure you that when the 
revision is made, needed changes will be made. 

Now for the cataloguing—in making this list I am using a large 
black face capital letter at the start of each group. I would suggest 
that all interested parties clip this list, cut it to fit an 842x11 inch 
page, paste it on that page and place the pages in a ring border, thus 
you will have the list in order all the time and will have room at 
sides of the list to note new covers or make notes or check what you
